GARDEN CLUB HOLDS CONFERENCE 


Annual Spring Event Held at Peabody House Attracts 
Large Gathering — Varied Exhibits and Illustrated 
Lectures Add Interest 


The Peabody House proved an ideal 
place for the annual conference of the Andover 
Garden club held on Wednesday with a 
morning and afternoon session. Architec- 
turally beautiful in itself, its deep window 
casings and white paneling formed a beauti- 
ful setting for generous pots of tulips, sprays 
of spring flowering shrubs and cut flowers 
which formed the decorations. The hall on 
the ground floor provided accommodation 
for an audience of more than two hundred 
persons, many of them from Lowell, Law- 
rence, and Haverhill, who gathered to listen 
to the lectures, while the upper hall was 
given over to the exhibits which included 
seeds, garden implements, accessories and 
costumes. During the noon hour a luncheon 
was served in the grill. 

Mrs. John M. Stewart, president of the 
Andover club, introduced as the first speaker 
William N. Craig, well known in_horti- 
cultural circles and floor manager at the 
successful Centennial Exhibition of the 
Massachusetts Horticultural society held 
last week. He said that the attendance of 
116,000 in addition to life members of the 
society had set a record of attendance for 
the five-day exhibition in Mechanics hall. 
His subject for the talk on cated 
morning was “Hardy Lilies and Their Cul- 
ture,” He enumerated the best-known 
varieties of these beautiful garden flowers, 
giving helpful directions for their culture 
and propagation assuring his hearers that 
those who had “flowers in their hearts 
would succeed with lilies as they did with 
other flowers.” 

Miss Mary Byers Smith gave a lively 
description of the various exhibits, inspiring 
those who had already made a tour of in- 
spection of the upher hall, to visit it again 
during the noon hour in order not to miss 
any of the interesting items and to make 
purchases, the commissions from which 
are used to defray the expenses of the con- 
ference.

FATAL ACCIDENT 


James Dole Instantly Killed When 
Struck by Automobile on Reading 
Road Near Carter’s Corner 


James Dole, 55, of Salem street was in- 
stantly killed, and William Lynch, 52, of 
Vine street suffered a broken leg and abra- 
sions of the body Monday evening about 
seven o’clock when the light wagon loaded 
with hay on which they were riding along 
the reading road toward Andover was 
struck by a motor truck going in the opposite 
direction. Dole was dragged fifty feet by 
the truck before it came to a stop in a ditc 
at the side of the road between the residences 
of Miss Alice Jaquith and Mrs. Joseph A. 
Rand just above Carter’s corner. 

Joseph Kilduff, 23, the driver of the truck, 
abandoned the machine and the two victims 
of the accident, and made an attempt to 
éscape in the direction of Reading. He was 
later picked up by Officer William Lowe near 
Martin’s pond just as he was about to get 
into an automobile. According to the police, 
Kilduff, when questioned, replied variously 
that he lived in Charlestown, Malden, 
Stoneham, Andover and Lawrence. He at 
first denied that he was employed by the 
Webster Thomas company of Boston, the 
owner of the truck implicated in the acci- 
dent, and said that as he was walking from 
Lawrence he was in a brawl near Phillips 
academy which accounted for his hands and 
wrists being cut and bloodstained. Later he 
admitted that he had been delivering goods 
for the Webster. Thomas company in Law- 
rence, but said he had driven the truck to 
Boston returning by train to Lawrence where 
he had imbibed several drinks. Joseph Fraser, 
34, also of 65 Monument street, Charlestown, 
who was riding with Kilduff was found by 
the police near Reading and brought to the 

lice station for questioning. He likewise

The horse which was drawing the wagon 
was so seriously injured that it had to be 
killed.

the whites. According to the bureau 
of American ethnology, in the fur no-

Spoil the rod and spare the child has 
been the fashion in many homes and 
in many schools as well. Some expert 
observers of social conditions, and 
especially of crime, are convinced that 
there would be fewer crimes if there 
were more sound spankings.

Not to Crime 


The problem of how to determine guilt 
and what to do with those found guilty 
will be the subject of investigation by the 
newly formed Institute of Criminal Law at 
the Harvard Law school, which has been 
organized under the direction of Professor 
Francis Bowes Sayre. The founders of this 
new institute view present methods of 
dealing with the two-headed problem of 
crime as insufficient, because lawyers have 
too long bent all their attention upon the 
convicting of criminals, too little upon the 
individual criminal and his treatment. 

The Director of the Institute is Professor 
Francis Bowes Sayre of the Harvard Law 
school. He will be assisted by Sheldon Glueck,

There are, in hjs estimation, two 
problems in connection with the administra- 
tion of criminal justice,—guilt finding, 
namely the convistion of those who fall short 
of social standards; and the treatment of 
those individuals who are convicted. 

The experience of society has shown, he 
points out, that mere punishment of the 
prisoner does not yield adequate results in 
reducing crime. The problem is one in human 
conduct. Psychiatrists, social workers and 
physicians must be called into consultation 
and the effort of different experts coordinated

of studying the outlines of the particular 
crime, but it is increasingly realized that the 
punishment must be fitted, not so much to 
the crime, as to the criminal, This individ- 
ualization of treatment means the expanding 
of the problem and the calling in of other 
experts.

It may be argued that 
these fifteen large corporations are the 
biggest advertisers because they have the 
most money to spend, But don’t put the 
cart before the horse! It is more true to say 
they are the biggest and most profitable 
concerns because they are, and have been, 
the largest advertisers. Each one of these 
fifteen companies spent $1,000,000 or over 
in advertising last year. One of them spent 
over $6,000,000. 


Advertising Must Be Human 

“We have recently witnessed a revival of 
the old ‘paid testimonial’ type of advertising. 
This has come in for plenty of ridicule and 
considerable editorial condemnation; but it 
must have a strong appeal of some kind or so 
many of our prominent corporations would 
not risking huge sums of money on it. 
Personally, I believe that the paid testimonial 
carries no particular convincingness to the 
average American reader. People know that 
many of these testimonials by movie ac- 
tresses, umsicians, and other popular heroes 
and heroines are paid for. Rather, I believe 
the strong ap and effectiveness of the 

resent testimonial ‘ad’ lies in the fact that 
it introduces a personality. This personal 
element attracts the reader’s interest. Ad- 
vertising leaves men cold when it lacks a 
human element. If in time the testimonial 
‘ad’ passes from the picture we must replace, 
in some way, the personal appeal which it 
carries. Clever advertising men should be 
able to recognize this desirable feature of the 
testimonial and incorporate the same human 
appeal in less sensational and possibly more 
ethical advertising copy. This, I confidently, 
expect, will be done. 


New Ideas in Window Display 

“A little while ago the National Adver- 
tising Association made an interesting test 
of the value of show window displays. For 
three weeks one of the largest drug stores 
took all merchandise and display material 
out of its windows and substituted simple 
draperies. The loss in business was at once 
apparent: Special sales of that store fell off

“T believe, however, that the art of win- 
dow dressing and window lighting is only in 
its infancy and can be made tremendously 
more effective. In this connection I am much 
interested in experiments carried on with 
a new lighting device based on the ultra- 
violet ray principle. 

“For a long time it has been known that 
near ultra-violet light could be used to 
illuminate objects painted with certain 
chemicals which have fluorescent properties. 
Only recently, however, has practical equi 
ment been developed for using this ight 
in advertising, but equipmentis now available 
at a relatively low price for installation in 
store windows. The light rays used are in- 
visible except as they strike objects coated 
with the fluorescent paints. Then they cause 
the fluorescent paints to become self-lumi- 
nous. The objects glow as if they themselves 
were the source of the light. This, of course, 
nee a See dient o display. 

‘By ap} gz erent pre tions to 
the show window merchandise ii the colors 
of the rainbow can be produced. The illusion 
of beter rel change in a store window 
setting can be obtained by alternating near 
ultra-violet light which showsonly the fluores- 
cent surfaces, and the ordinary white light 
which shows all the objects in their natural 
color. Inasmuch as the ultra-violet effect is 
invisible under ordinary white light, it does 
not affect the appearance of the window in 
daytime white tt conditions. However, 
at night, startling and attractive displa 
are possible the effect of ultra-violet light 
on the s ly treated merchandise or 
window setting. 

“This new fighting effect is but one of 
many scientific discoveries that will be 
applied to display advertising. I look for 
great progress during the next few years 
not only in newspaper and magazine ad- 
vertising, but also in the application of 
mechanical and chemical aids to display 
advertising of all sorts. Business by the 
Babsonchart is now seven per cent above 
normal compared with five per cent above 
a year ago.’
